Proposed 

Agreement 

Released 

PLACENTIA — A proposed 
agreement with the Placentia 
Unified School District was 
released last week by the 
Placentia Unified Education 
Association as the basis for 
negotiations on new policies for 
the coming year. 

Under the proposal the 
Certificated Employes Council 
would be the exclusive negotiating 
agent for certificated personnel. 

The second article states that 
the agreement would expire June 
30, 1972 with negotiations for a 
new agreement beginning 90 days 
before this date. 

A proposed negotiating 
procedure calls for the use of a 
panel to arbitrate if an agreement 
is not reached in 30 days. 

Under Article Four the board 
would not be allowed to make any 
changes in salaries, benefits, or 
working conditions not covered by 
the agreement without the 
concurrence of the PUEA or CEC. 

Under Article Twelve, titled 
Quality Education, the PUEA is 
asking that class size maximums 
for all grade levels for each 
teacher, grade and subject be 
established with class sizes in 
September allowing for projected 
growth. They are also asking that 
the present teaching staff be 
rehired and that the student- 
administrator be raised at the 
secondary and district level. They 
also want the pre-school in- 
service period shortened. 

The document also requests that 
older schools be updated and that 
equipment be standardized in 
each school.

Water Company Warns 
Against Excessive Waste 


With the advent of 
summer, water use will in¬ 
crease according to Gordon 
George, local manager of 
the Southern California 
Water Company. Even 
though our area has a 
plentiful supply it is well for 
consumers to be aware of a 
few facts that can help keep 
water use and bills down to 
actual need during high 
demand periods. 

Two main areas in which 
water is often wasted is in 
summer watering and leaks. 
If the consumer waters 
excessively, most of the 
water runs down the gutter. 
It is wise to watch and when 
an area is watered 
sufficiently, turn off your 
sprinklers.

The water that no longer 
goes under ground but runs 
off and down the gutter is 
wasted and increases the 
water bill. The second area 
that should be constantly 
watched is the water leak 
situation. Faucets and 
leaking water closets can 
substantially add to waste 
and higher bills. 

As an example: A l/32nd 
inch stream (or drip) 
wastes 170 gallons in 24 
hours. A 1/16 inch stream 
wastes 970 gallons in the 
same period. To go further, 
a 1/8 inch stream will waste 
3600 gallons in 24 hours. 

It is very easy to let a leak 
go. but it does cost money. A 
leaking toilet particularly, 
can easily waste over 3000 
gallons in a 24 hour period. 

While water is not 
expensive in relation to 
quantity delivered, it is still 
wise to try whenever 
possible to eliminate waste 
and preserve one of our 
precious resources.

QUESTIONS & ANSWERS 

REGARDING CHANGES IN 

Fictitious Firm Name Law 


Question: What is a Fictitious Name? 

Answer: A Fictitious Name is one that does not include the surname of the operator or one 
that implies the existence of other owners: (such words as “Company," “& Company." 

Sons," “Associates," “Brothers," but not words that merely describe the business 
being conducted. Or, a Corporation, if it includes a name other than the name given in 
the articles of incorporation. 

Question: Who needs to file a fictitious firm name? 

Answer: All firms operating under a fictitious name for profit and it must be done under the 
new law by July 1,1971. 

Question: Does this include business established for many years? 

Answer: Yes, although the new law does not become effective until July 1, 1971, businesses 
may re-file from now until June 30, 1971, preferably the sooner the better to avoid an anti¬ 
cipated rush as the due date draws near. 

Question: Do all firms have to re-publish their statement? 

Answer: The statement must be published if there has been any change in the information 
contained in the original statement, but need not be published if there has been no change 
in the information shown on the statement. File a new statement on or before December 31 
of the fifth year after the year in which the original statement was filed. 

Question: Where do fictitious names have to be published'.' 

Answer: Publication of the statement must be made once a week for four weeks and begun 
within 30 days of filing, in a newspaper of general circulation in the county which cir¬ 
culates in the area in which the business is to be conducted. 

Question: What is the purpose of the fictitious name procedure? 

Answer: On July 1, 1971, the present code sections setting up the Fictitious Firm Name pro¬ 
cedure (Section 2466, et seq. Civil Code) are revoked and new code sections (Sections 17900 
to 17930 Business and Professions Code) replace them. The law was enacted to protect 
the consumer in enabling him to find out the person or persons with whom he is really 
dealing. If a new statement is not filed no person transacting business under the ficti¬ 
tious business name may maintain any action upon or on account of any contract made, 
or transaction had, in the Fictitious Business Name in any court of this state. 

Question: What are the fees? 

Answer: The new law calls for $10.00 filing fees, plus publication costs, if necessary to be 
published. 

Question: Where can fictitious name forms be obtained? 

Answer: The Office of the County Clerk, Probate Division, Santa Ana Courthouse. Also The 
News-Times, a legally adjudicated newspaper. We will be happy to assist you in filling 
out and filing the necessary forms with the County Clerk.
